wsrthere should be no argument among union members as 
to-avhich Presidential candidate deserves their support. The 
election of Hubert H. Humphrey as President is essential if 
working people are to continue to gain. Election of either rival 
ticket»would cost them heavily. 

' The facts are easily demonstrated. List everything for 
which working people have fought and have won and Hubert 
Humphrey and his running mate Edmund Muskie were on their 
side. Humphrey was the first man in Congress to fight for Medi- 
care which now takes the enormous burden of health costs off 
thé elderly and from their working children. 

The Humphrey-Muskie ticket’s platform calls for long- 
overdue repeal of Taft-Hartley’s Section 14(b), a Republican- 
Dixiecrat job on labor, allowing so-called “right to work” to 
weaken working people's ability to improve their pay and con- | 
ditions through their unions. If anyone doesn’t know it, the 
wages and benefits working people now have came to them 
through their unions. 

The Republican candidate, a Wall Street lawyer who 
has told Wall Street that he will make things easy for big 
stock operators, supports 14(b), boasting that he had much 
to do with Taft-Hartley. He supports the rest of Taft-Hartley 
and Landrum - Griffin. The third party candidate has little 

say about this issue in his shouting for police-state “law 
and order.’ When he does comment on “right to work,” he

hedges, and as a governor of a “right to work” state, he did 
nothing to lift this burden from working people. 

Humphrey’s Senate record shows 191 votes for working 
people, no wrong votes. He was on your side on such issues 
as Medicare, unemployment insurance, better housing, educa- 
tion, consumer protection, the war on poverty, civil’rights, for 
fair taxation, food stamps for the poor and many more. 

His Republican opponent's record is practically the reverse. 
He opposed such a humanitarian measure, for instance, as 
food stamps. He supported the GOP giveaway of offshore oil, 
gas and mineral resources to big corporations— which Humph- 
rey vigorously opposed. His record on Medicare and social in- 
suance of all types is a sorry one. 

Only Humphrey has urged an end to huge tax giveaway 
of the oil and gas ‘depletion allowance,” permitting big oil 
firms a 27 per cent tax break and consequently making your 
taxes higher. Can you imagine big business’ friend Richard 
Nixon—or George Wallace for their matter—asking this kind 
of help to you? 

Humphrey has supported every step toward peace and 
seeks a quick end to the war in Viet Nam. He originated the 
idea for the Peace Corps and the nuclear test ban.

We note that Congressman: Don: Edwards-has charged that 
his Reptiblican opponent ‘is .outrightly lying about Edwards’ 
record, claiming ‘ino’ votes. when: Edwards: voted “'yes” and 
vice versa, accusing*Edwards-of casting:-votes ‘on issues which 
were never ‘voted«on.
